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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1. Claims 1-11 are pending in this application. 

2. If applicant is aware of any prior art or any co-pending application not already on 
record, the applicant is reminded of his/her duty under 37 C.F.R §1 .56 to disclose the 
same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wheeler etal. (US Publication No. 2003/0101136 A1). 

5. Regarding claims 1 and 7 , Wheeler discloses a system and method for managing 
multiple logistic bodies, comprising steps of: receiving basic information provided by a 
logistic body and generating a correspondent account number (Figure 4); analyzing said 
basic information according to correlation rules (Paragraphs [0129] - [0130]); comparing 
a current account number with a plurality of other account numbers (Paragraph [01 1 6], 
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Paragraphs [0136] - [0137]); generating an approval event and waiting for result when 
said current account number and said plurality of other account numbers have 
correlations (Paragraph [0138]); and integrating and establishing said correlated 
account numbers with a common registration code when said approval event is verified 
(Paragraph [0140], Paragraphs [0351] - [0353]). 

6. Regarding claims 2 and 8 , Wheeler discloses a system and method wherein said 
basic information comprises at least a logic body name, an email address, a website 
address and a relative enterprise name (Paragraph [0129], Paragraph [0259]). 

7. Regarding claim 3 , Wheeler discloses a system further comprising an approval 
system, for receiving signal from said data analysis module upon correlations decided, 
and generating an approval event to start an approval process (Paragraph [0142], 
Figure 62)). 

8. Regarding claims 4 and 10 , Wheeler discloses a system and method further 
comprising steps of: periodically reading trade information from said trade system 
(Paragraph [0318]); analyzing accounting numbers in said trade information 
(Paragraphs [0318] - [0319]); generating an approval event and waiting for result when 
said account numbers have correlations (Paragraph [0322]); and storing and 
establishing said correlated account numbers with a common registration code when 
said approval event is verified (Paragraphs [0356] - [0358]). 

9. Regarding claims 5. 9. and 1 1 , Wheeler discloses a system and method wherein 
said correlation rules are logical algorithms of full-text comparison and calculation for 
basic information and trade information of said logistic bodies (Paragraph [0147]). 
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1 0. Regarding claim 6 , Wheeler discloses a system wherein said correlation 
establishment module operates according to result of said approval event of said 
approval system (Figure 62).
